If any youngster needs to be convinced of the 
material rewards for completing his education, some 
evidence may be found in the latest issue of the 
federal government’s “Green Book” of income tax 
statistics. In 1963, as usual, persons in the professions 
were away out in front in Canada in terms of aver¬ 
age incomes: Doctors and surgeons, $19,433; lawyers 
and notaries, $16,283; engineers and architects, 
$14,989; dentists, $13,679; accountants, $10,994. 
Also, it would seem that there is still plenty of room 
for the youngster who will undertake the lengthy 
training in any of these callings. Of the 4.9 million 
persons who paid personal income tax in the year, 
only 35,000 were members of the professions listed 
above. Surprisingly, ten years previously the number 
of taxpayers in this group totalled 25,000. 

A ten-year comparison brings out other interest¬ 
ing facts. In 1953, 3,389,530 persons paid income tax 
and average income was $3,380; in 1963, 4,927,373 
persons paid income tax and average income was 
$4,550. The publication’s historical tables provide 
other yardsticks of the over-all rise in income levels. 
In 1953, only one-fifth of all taxpayers were in the 
$4,000-and-over class, compared to one-half in 1963. 
In 1963 there were 1,307,000 taxpayers in the $5,000- 
to-$10,000 income class, compared to only 292,000 in 
1953, nearly a fivefold increase. 

It was a good deal more difficult to break into 
the upper-middle and high income brackets. Tax¬ 
payers in the $10,000-to-$15,000 income group in¬ 
creased in number from 36,350 in 1953 to 131,200 in 
1963. In the $15,000-and-over bracket the increase 
was from 28,160 to 73,500. 

As the figures indicate, the trend has been to a 
relative decrease in the low-income group and a 
sharp rise in the number fo taxpayers in the middle- 
income bracket. And in terms of taxation it is the 
middle-income earners, since there are so many of 
them, that pay the largest share. 

Ottawa’s total revenue from the personal income 
tax in 1963 was $2,243,000,000. Less than two per 
cent of this total was paid by persons with incomes 
under $2,000, and less than eight per cent by persons 
with income under $3,000. But those in the $3,000-to- 
$10,000 class paid 60 per cent of the total, and 70 
per cent was paid by those in the $3,000-to-$5,000 
income group. 

Because tax rules climb so high in the upper 
levels it is often assumed that the very wealthy 
carry most of the load. But the very wealthy are 
few in number. It is the middle-income group that 
provides most of the income tax revenue, and most 
of the revenue of other forms of taxation.
